Would Free Trade With United States 
Hur: Preference? 


A great many people believe that if 
any measure of F Trade be adopt- 
ed with the United States, the only 
natural result of that policy would be 
British Preference, which has existed 


between Canada and Great Britain 
for the past thirteen years 

In 1898 a preference of a reduction 
of duties to the extent of 25 per cent 
was extended by Canada to the 
United Kingdom, and in the year 1900 
this 1 erence was increased from

Canadian Tariff (that of 1907), while it 
loes not everywhere grant a preferen- 
tial duty of exactly 33', per eent 
has a schedule of duties which vary 
from article to article, but in which

This system since its ablishment 
has met with universal approval. It

{daring train robbery, and in most 
; cases only gems and money are tak- 
jen. The neavy toll exacted from trav 
Welers passes into the pockets of an 
}exceptionally clever and highly or 
anized gang of international thieves 


heir operations cover a wide area, 
}and+are carried out with scruplous 
,tegard to detail and an ingenuity 
which hes often baffled the police 
Few transatlantic liners, cross-Chan 
} nel boats, or trans-European expresses 


journey without representat.ves of the 
gang aboard. They have agents in all 
the big towns and citics, who warn 
them of the movements of well-known 
people who are likely to be worth 
plundering. The thieves themselves 
are drawn from all nations, and are 
generally well-bred men and women, 
who are invariably well<dressed, and 
put up at the best hotels. Many of 
them are excellent linguists, and 
j through being able to render friendly 
| services to travelers who do not know 
their way about are often able to 
rob their “unsuspecting victims with 
impunity. It is the woman, us a 
rule, who acts as the decoy, says a 
writer in The Evening Standard 
How full of resource are the women 
who have taken up this class of crime 
is well illustrated by the adventure 
of an Englishman who returned re- 
cently from Paris. He carried with 
him bank notes of the value of £60, 
and, being a man of the world, 
brdsquely repelled the advances of 
two men who journeyed in the same 
compartment of the train to Bou- 
logne. Just as he was landing at 
Folkestone, however, a pretty French 
irl in front of him tripped and fell.

deep pocket when visiting jewelers’ 
shops, to which she always drove in 
an expensive motor-car. In a gang 
caught in Paris in 1909 was a women 
who used to take the booty to the 
French capita! for disposal. It was 
stated at the trial ‘hat they had got 
rid of gems worth $200,000. The pro- 
fitable nature of this traffic is also 
shown by the boast of a Spanish wo- 
man, arrested at Aix-les-Bains, that 
she had made $15,000 a year for five 
years.—The People.

‘any person so trespassing will be 
subject to the penalties provided by 
| the act for an infraction of the regula- 
‘tions. It is proposed to use the pow- 
ers so confronted by the act for the 
| protection of game to the fullest ex- 
tent that may be necessary and this 
will be absolutely the case in the ais- 
trict within the former boundaries of 
the Dominion parks. 

The parks are established as pleas- 
ure resorts with the object of in- 
ducing people to go into them and 
make use of them as freely as pos-

o fulfill the word of the Lord by the 
nouth of Jeremiah” (II Chron. xxxvi, 
15, 17, 21). 

The account of this siege of Jerusa- 
lem, With the capture of Zedekiah and 
many of his people, is recorded in Jer 
lii and Il Kings xxv, and more fully 
m those two chapters than in our les 
ion chapter. There were at least two 
| ¢ery strange things in connection with 
this siege and the capture of Zedekiah 
Ezekiel was a captive in Babylon, 
Sundreds of miles distant, and yet 
vithout telephone or telegraph or wire- 
less he was told to note the very day 
he siege began and set it forth by an 
»bject lesson to the captives at Baby- 
in (Ezek, xxiv, 1-3; Jer. lii, 4). He 
was told to tell the captives that the 
ting would be carried to Babylon and 
lie there, yet he would not see Baby- 
‘on (Ex xii, 13).. This is explained 
verse 7 of onr lesson. The time 
ind manner of the flight of the king 
ind his men of war from the city, ae- 
vording to verse 4 of our lesson, were 
ilso seen by the prophet in Babylon 
ind set forth before the people by an 
ybject lesson (Ezek, xii, 1-14). The

We think of Jonah and his capture 
ind second commission and also of 
Num. xxxii, 23, “Be sure your sin will 
ind you out.”’
